SLEET PELTS THE HOOSIERS, 


It Combines with Snow in the Storm That 
Sweeps Over Indiana. 

InpranaPpouis, Ind., Feb. 12.—(Special.]— 
This State has been swept by a furious bliz- 
zard, the worst continuous storm recorded 
here in years, since 2 o’clock this morning. 
Though the wind has somewhat subsided to- 
night the snow is still faliing, and a further 
drop of 20° in the mercury is predicted be- 
fore morning. At this point the first four 
hours of the storm was a heavy sleet, a two- 
inch coating of ice being reported by the 
weather bureau. Following came nearly 
‘five inches of snow, according to the meas- 
urements at 7 o’clock p.m. Hardly a dozen 
street cars were run over the lines here until 
after 9 o’clock this morning. Since that hour 
no attempt was made to operate any but main 
lines and they were greatly impaired. by the 
ice on the wires and the snow and ice on the 
rails. The Bureau of Public Relief for the 
unemployed will put 1,000 men to work in 
the morning removing the snow. Indianapo- 
lis was near the southern edge of the storm, 
nothing but rain and sleet having fallen at 
Greensburg, twenty-five miles southeast, 
From this point southward the greatest dam- 
age to railroad traffic is reported. 
many as fifty-one telegraph poles in 
one batch, with all the wires, were found 
flat across the Big Four tracks at one int 
between here and Cincinnati. No railroad 
accidents have been reported. Freight traffic 
was practically stop and no attempt made 
to run anything but regular passenger trains. 
These on all the roads are from one to six 
hours late tonight on account of broken wires 
laden with ice. 

Ricamonp, Ind., Feb. 12.—[Special.]—A 
severe storm of wind, snow, sleet, and rain 
combined swept over this portion of Indiana 
last night and this morning. Travel was much 
interfered with and considerable damage done 
to telephone wires and trees. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Feb. 12.—A heavy 
sleet and snow storm, accompanied by a 
strong wind, set in shortly after midnight last 
night. It has been snowing at intervals all 
day, and five or six inches of snow have fallen. 
Railroad traffic is badly impeded, trains all 
arriving from one to three hours late, : 

Fort Wayne, Ind., Feb. 12—A genuine 
blizzard broke loose here at 10 o’clock last 
night and still rages.

TRANSIT BLOCKED IN CLEVELAND. 


Tie-Up the Worst Since Electricity Has 
Been Used=Storm in Ohio. 

' Crevevanp, O., Feb. 12.—[Special. ]|—Cleve- 
land had an opportunity to prove the truth of 
the ground hog’s prediction Monday morning, 
when, in fulfillment of the animal’s prophecy, 
A blizzard struck the lake shore that has not 
been equaled for years. Street car tracks, 
sidewalks, and street crossings were all 
blockaded, and though double motors and 
new sweepers were soon at work it required 
conetant work to keep the tracks clear. The 
street cars have been more seriously inter- 
fered with today than at any time since 
electricity was adopted in 1888. On the 
Cedar avenue line, one of the largest in the 
city, the cars are entirely stopped. 

Massiuion, O., Feb. 12.— [Special.] — The 
most severe storm of snow and sleet in two 
ears was experienced here today, coming 
rom the northeast. It tied up the electric 
street railways in a short time. It was 
followed about 4 o’clock by failing tempera- 
ture-and rain. 

CoLtumBus, O., Feb. 12.—A severe sleet- 
storm prevailed here this morning. Wires 
covered with ice gave telephone people con- 
siderable trouble and caused street cars to 
move slower than usual. Business is delayed 
accordingly. 

Cincinnati, O., Feb. 12.—[Special.]—A 
wind, reaching a velocity of thirty-six miles 
an hour, has prevailed since early morning, 
but up to 11 b. m. nothing beyond trifling 
damage has been done. At Hamiiton mahy 
trees were uprooted and two or three wong 
unroofed. 

Totnvo, O., Feb. 12.—The blizzard struck 
this city at 5:30 this morning and at 7:30 
every street car in the city was abandoned. 
The wind blew the water up the river from 
the Maumee Bay and the docks and 
Water street are inundated. Busi- 
ness has been at a standstill. A blind- 
ing snow-storm has filled the streets 
with dritts,and all trains are behind time.

DEA TE IN THE STORM. 


TWENTY PEOPLE FROZEN IN OKLA-| 


HOMA TERRITORY, 


Homesteadérs with but Shanties for Pro- 
tection Against the Fierce Blizzard 
Give Up Their Lives to It—A Father 
Kills His Family to Forestall Deadly 
Elements<Illinois Swept by a Hurri- 
cane of Wind and Snow=—-Storms Else- 
where. 

Gurunte, Ok., Feb. 12.—[Special.]—It has 
been terribly cold during the storm that has 
swept over the Territory within the last few 
days, and stories of awful suffering are com- 
ing in from various points. Twenty 
persons have been found frozen to 
death. A report comes from the 
northern part of the Territory 
that six persons of one family were murdered 
by the father to prevent their suffering while 
dying. with cold. The seven bodies were 
found in one house with their throats cut. In 
the house was also found a note signed by the 
father, who left word that he had killed his 
wife and children to save them from freezing. 
He added that he himself would commit sui- 
cide, and the evidence of his wounds anda 


knife clutched in his right hand as it lay be- 
side him bears out bis promise of sei f-destruc- 


‘tion. 

At Red Rock James Blount and family, con- 
sisting of a wife and two children aged 10 
and 12 years, were almost frozen to death. 
Mrs. Fannie Spencer, a homesteader, twelve 
miles from Cross, was found frozen stiff. 
Many people are still living in 
tents, and as fuel is _ scarce tne 
condition: is awful. James Mulligan, liv- 
ing four miles south of Perry, was found this 
evening frozen to death, and his partner, Har- 
vey Newcomb, died from exposure and cold 
fifteen minutes after bemg found. 

At Bonea, Mrs. Jennie Cramer and two 

children, Lizzie and Sallie, were discovered 
frozen stiff in a coyote’s burrow, ten yards 
from their abode. Col. Heury Melton, a cow- 
boy who was with Buffalo Bill at the World’s 
Fair, was discovered by a rty of hunters 
early this morning dead under his horse. At 
Anadarko two Indian pupils were found yes- 
terday evening buried under a enowbank. 
Upon being.taken to a house one of the chil- 
dren immediately expired. The other, how- 
ever, shows signs of recovery. — aoe? 
A courier just in from Alva, another strip 
town, cg great suffermg among the 
homesteaders. Miss Jennie Johnston, a 
young Indian teacher, who came to Alva re- 
cently from Scranton, Pa., left her school 
Saturday for her boarding-house.

HURRICANE SHUTS UP SCHOOLS, 


Fury of the Storm at Springfield Compels 
Their Closing—In Illinois Cities, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 12.—[{Special.]—All 
over Central Illinois a heavy snow-storm has 
raged today. It reached this city about mid- 
night last night. Long before noon today the 
snowfall bere amounted to nine inches on the 
level, and another inch or two were added be- 
fore the fall ended. It was a heavy, compact 
fall, well calculated to make all the trouble 
possible, and the high wind prevailing drifted 
itso badly that the trouble caused was in- 
creased fourfold. One of the effects of the 
storm was a decrease of about 50 per cent in 
the attendance at the city schools today, and 
in consequence the afternoon sessions were 
dispensed with. 

The storm interfered seriously with the 
work of the postoffice. All the mail trains 
were from ten minutes to several hours be- 
hind schedule time and the snow was so deep 
that it was a physical impossibility for the 
carriers to deliver the usual quantity of mail. 
In consequence only letters were delivered 
and the newspapers and other second-class 
matter held back until tomorraw. 


was covered with a mass of frozen snow and 
ice and resembled a huge snow-bank on 
wheels, The early morning trains were all 
delayed because of having to break 
through the blockade. The Chicago and 
Alton started out two  snow-plows be- 
fore daybreak—one from Bloomington and 
the other from St. Louis.

KANSAS A FIELD FOR THE STORM, 

For Forty-eight Hours Snow Falls 
Throughout the State. 

Torka. Kas., Feb. 12.—([Special.]—The 
snow-storm that has prevailed with but few 
intermissions for the last forty-eight hours is 
the heaviest that has visited Kansas for sever- 
al winters. Some snow, but not much, fell 
before Saturday night, but the heaviest of the 
storm began early Sunday morning. The 
snow continued all day and al! night until 
nearly noon today. A strong north wind car- 
ried the snow into drifts. Nine degrees above 
zero was the lowest the thermometer went yes- 
terday, and during the night it dropped to 
4°. For the first time this season the snow 
plows on the Santa F6 railroad were brought 
into use, and today every available plow and 
engine are at work clearing the track. All 
traffic along the road was tied up sf the 
storm, but some trains were got through this 
morning, and it is expected that all will be 
running on time tomorrow. Last night’s 
passenger train from Denver came as far east 
as Lajunta, Colo., where it was stopped until 
this morning, but is now on its way East 
again. The west-bound Colorado train which 
left Topeka at noon yesterday stuck in a snow- 
drift near Newton and was held: at Newton 
until this morning along with the second 
west-bound train. The late afternbon west- 
bound trains started out of here on time, but 
one was stopped at Peabody and the other 
at Florence. The trains on the, South- 
ern Kansas Division and thé other 
branch lines areall tied up, and some of 
them are in worse condition than the main 
line trains. The Wichita and Texas train 
which should have left Kansas City this morn- 
ing was abandoned, At the Rock Island gen- 
eral offices a heavy snow is reported on all the 
divisions from Goodland east to Chicago. The

In Dauger of Death. 
Whether twenty men caught at the new water 
works crib by the severe storm of today are 
dead or alive there is no way of finding out. 


The men were caught in exactly the same pre- 


dicament as the fourteen men who lost their 
lives in a similar storm to that of today last 
spring. At that time the house on the crib in 
which the men lived was washed off by the 
heavy seas and the mien were forced as a last 
resort to seek shelter in an air chamber with- 
in the crib, where they were drowned like rats. 
Since that time the house on the crib ‘has 
been replaced by a new one, much stronger, 
it is said, than the one which was wrecked. 
It was in this new house that the men were 
when today’s storm came upon them. The 
crib is over a half mile out in the lake, and 
on account of the severe snow-storm they 
could not be seen up to 4:30 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. At that hour Daniel Crowley, an 
employé of the water-works, claims to have 
seen during a lull in the storm that the house 
on the crib was still intact. This would indi- 
cate that the men were safe, . 

City Engineer Benzenberg tried to get a 
tug today to go to the rescue of the men, but 
there are no tugs in commission. Mr. Ben- 
zenberg said that he considered the men in 
no great peril, as the house on the crib is 
much more secure than the one that was 
wrecked, while today’s storm was less severe 
than the one at the time of the. ctib disaster. 
There was no danger. Mr. Benzenberg said, 
of the men starving, as they secured a 
week’s supply of provisions Saturday last. 
Among the men caught at the crib was Engi- 
neer Murphy of New York, who has the con- 
tract from the city of sinking the shaft out 
there. Should anything happen to the men 
now the City of * would be in the 
same position as Shailer & Schniglau of Chi- 
cago were at the time so many lives were lost. 
The contract with Shailer & Schniglau was 
canceled several months ago and the city is 
completing the work. Suits brought against 
Shailer & Sehniglau by relatives of persons 
who lost their lives in the former accident 
have all been compromised, it is said.

Frofh the top of the Temple nothing could 
be seen but the whirl.ng clouds of snow. Oc- 
casional glimpses of other skyscrapers could 
be caught through the clouds. Only at inter- 
vals could the roofs of the lower buildings be 
seen. Snow banked the north and east win- 
dows, making it impossible to see out in those 
directions. 

It was impossible in the morning to walk 
east on Congress between Wabash and Michi- 
gan avenues. Men tried it and failed. The 
storm had full sweep up the street from the 
Lake-Front, and then some sort of an eddy- 
ing gust was formed by the blast striking the 
Auditorium’s big tower, and the two combined 
made a wind wall that it was not possi- 
ble to get 3 A big covered wagon 
was driven from Wabash avenue around the 
corner to Congress street. The wind took it 
and turned it over as it would a bit of paper, 
The driver fell heavily and sprained his shoul- 
der. A man in the Auditorium Theater en- 
trance bet another man $5 he could walk from 
Wabash to Michigan down the middle of 
Congress street. He tried it and could not 
make ten feet headway. He paid up. 

At Van Buren and Dearborn streets the 
wind reveled in overturned wagons. Every 
vehicle that came down either street when it 
reached the corner would be almost lifted 
from the pavement by the force of the blast 
that scudded down between the skyscrapers. 
A pie wagon about noon came down ar- 
born street and when it reached the corner 
the wind seemed to come to a focus from the 
fore part of the street under the 
wagon’s  oilcloth top. It was lifted 
from the pavement and overturned 
like a straw. The pies were scattered. 
in every direction and the win caught up 


some of them and landed them in drifts many 


feet away from where the vehicle had been 
thrown down. Other wagons overturned at 
this corner belonged to the J. W. Butler Pa- 
per company, Taylor, Goodham & Ames, and 
the Mecca Coffee company. Some of the 
wagons were badly damaged. 

Along the Lake-Shore drive the scene was 
grand only for the almost irresistible fury of 
the wind, for it carried so much blinding, 
blistering snow on its breath that one couid 
see nothing with any distinctness twenty feet 
away. The lake, off the sea-wall, was covered 
with yet unbroken ice and thisin turn witha 
mantle of snow. Sweeping with resistless force 
the wind came from the north directly down 
the drive, leaving bare the outer drive and 
the grass plot between that and the sea wall, 
and piling the snow upon the walks and all 
uround the fronts of the residences on the 
drive, and pelting their windows with such 
fury that it seemed as if the plate glass must 
yieid to it. The trees bent and twisted 
their bare branches, and a few were blown

BILL TO PREVENT CO-INSURANCE. 


Measure Introduced in the Iowa Legisla- 
ture to Annual Such Stipulation. 
‘Des Morxss, Ia., Feb. 12.— [Special. I—In 
the House today Representative Blanchard in- 
troduced a bill to prevent ingurance com- 
panies from putting in effect the 80 per cent 
co-insurance clause that is proposed in this 
State. The bill provides that any stipulations 
contained in any policy of insurance which 
provides that the assured shall maintain 
insurance on any property covered by the 
policy to the extentof 80 per cent of the value 
thereof, or to any extent whatever, or that the 
assured shail be an insurer of the property 
to any extent, or that he shall bear any part 
of the loss are null and void. It also requires 
that all forms of policies written in this State 
must be submitted to the State Auditor, and 
if he finds in them any of the stipulations re- 
ferred to above he shall refuse such company 
authority to do business in this State,

Mr. Moses is one of the few survivors of this 
important conference, the scenes and inci- 
dents of which were given at length. The 
meeting resulted in giving a new impetus to 
the war spirit throughout the country. Con- 
u r. Moses said: 

In summmg up I think you will ree 
with me that Mr. Lincoln possessed that high- 
est degree of development, nature’s highest, 
richest gift—genius—a benefaction bestowed 
upon but tew. He had that rare faculty 
which confers not only the power of forecast- 
ing events, but also that of directing their 
scope and controlling their effect. He seemed 
to be endowed with that almost divine pres- 
cience which sees the coming storm and pre- 
pares to resist its attack; not only to foresee, 
but to create and effectually to combine causes 
so that they should work together to procure 
the desired result. But while genius gives 
breadth, insight, and clearer views of men 
and things it does not always confer upon its 
possessor tirmness of resolution, persistence 
in purpose, and steadfastness of principle— 
that nabler quality in the endowment of great 
men known as character. It is this element 
which mukes the man honest, brave, and true, 
the man of iron will, who, seeing the right, 
makes it a part of his own nature and decrees 
‘it shall be done.“ 

Ihe fall of Richmond and the surrender 
of Lee at Appomattox virtually ended the 
war of secession. The tidings which an- 
nounced the triumph of the Union thrilled 
the great heart of the loyal North with a joy 
almost delirious with its intensity. 

But what news was that which came 
over the wires the morningof April 15, 1865, 
which suddenly transformed the gladness of 
the hour into grief as bitter as the joy had been 
exultant? It was that of President Lincoln’s 
cruel assassination the previous evening by 
John Wilkes Booth. The next morning the 
soul of the great emancipator was carried to 
the bosom of God. Mourned bya Nation in 
tears his tragic death sent a thrill 
of grief throughout the civilized 
world, Even the leaders of the Confederate 
army adding those tears which are the high- 
est tribute of respect. But there. remained 
this great consolation. He had not lived in 
vain. His life had been offered on the altar 
of patriotism ; his best years and greatest pow- 
ers had been consecrated to the salvation of 
his country, and while he did not live to see 
the full fruition of his hopes he was permitted 
to behold the glorious consummation in fuli 
view and to realize that the right had tri- 
um phed in the gigantic struggle involving tne 
freedom of 4,000,000 bondmen, the perpe- 
tuity of the Union, and the very existence of 
free government. Andit must be conceded 
that if his great life was to end by the hand of 
an assassin no hour could have been selectéd 
which would have more surely bestowed the 
martyr’s crown. The zenith of his fame had 
been reached, and no cloud dimmed the splen- 
dor of that rich heritage bequeathed to his 
country and mankind.” —

Bishop Newman Alludes Feelingly to the 
Great Man and Compares His Adminis- 
tration with That of Cleveland’s=Ke- 
publicans Go Over the Glories of the 
Party and Point Out Some of Its Tasks 
for the Future=Senator Hoar’s Address 

at Jersey City. i 


New York, Feb. 12.—Lincoln's birthday 
was celebrated by the Republican elub with a 
banquet at Delmonico’s this evening, at 
which 250 leading members of the party were 
present. Thomas C. Platt was there and so 
were Elihu Root, George Bliss, and many of 
the Union League reformers. Both factions 
of the local party dined together in harmony 
and their voices blended in singing Daisy 
Bell” and ‘'Grover’s in the Cold, Cold 
Ground,” but when it came to the speeches 
there were evidences of differance of opinion. 
In his opening remarks Edmund Wet- 
more, the President of the club, used 
the word “ platitudes.” He intended no pun 
on the name of the ex-Senator, but the crowd 
interrupted him with cheers, intermingled 
with a few hisses. The dinner was the largest 
and most enthusiastic yet given by the Re- 
publican club. At the guests“ table were 
Bishop Newman, Gov. Greenhalge of Massa- 
chusetts, Congressman William P. Hepburn, 
John Dalzell, Congressman-elect Lemuel E. 
Quigg, ex-Senators Warner Miller and Frank 
Hiscock, Sereno E. Payne, the Rev. Robert 8. 
Macarthur, Henry D. Esterbrooke, John G. 
Nicolay, Thomas Henderson, and Judge Ed- 
ward T. Bartlett. 

When coffee was served President Wetmore 
rapped for order and made a short introduc- 
tory speech in which he said the Democratic 
majority in Congress merited the title which 
Edmund Burke béstowed on the National As- 
sembly of French revolution: They are the 
ablest architects of ruin the world has ever 
seen. He devoted his time to ridiculing the 
tariff policy of the Democratic party and the 
bad diplomacy of the present administration, 
and closed with the words: | 

There is but one smgle cause for the coun- 
try’s present distress—the utter and irretriev- 
able incapacity of the Democratic party to 
govern.

Newman Compares Lincoln and Cleveland. 


Bishop Newman responded to the toast, 
Abraham Lincoln.“ e was applauded to 
the echo when he contrasted the war Presi- 
dent with the present Executive. He said in 
part: There is no name more deserving of 
imperishable fame than Abraham Lincoln. 
He is embalmed in Song, recorded in his- 
tory. eulogized in panegyric, cast in 
bronze, sculptured in marble, painted on 
can vas. enshrined in the hearts of his coun- 
trymen, and lives in the memories of man- 
kind. Some men are brilliant in their times, 
but their names fade from the memory of the 
world. Some are not honored by their con- 
temporaries. but in subsequent ages their 
memories are recalled with gratitude. But 
here is one who was more honored than any 
other man while living, more revered when 
dying, and destined to be loved to the last 
syllable of recorded time. He has this three- 
fold greatness: Great in life, great in death, 
great in the history AH the world. He was the 
stanchest patriot, the greatest statesman, the 
truest friend, the kindest father, the purest 
husband, and the noblest citizen. 

In nothing more is the sagacity and might 
of Lincoln's statesmianship apparent than in 
his determination to save the Union. He 
would have the Union with slavery or without 
siavery. He preferred it without, and his 
preference prevailed. 
wisdom of his statesmanship., n Lincoln’s 
death all looked to Johnson to make treason 
odious. The only thing that Johnson made 
odious was himself. Today the South reveres 
Lincoln espises Johnson. From 
ohe standpoint Lincoln’s death seems to have 
a compensation; it ga ve the South the oppor- 
ge come te tee ealieh whet 
close purpose ga ot what 
it had lost by the bayonet. And this is its 
present purpose, to reduce the prosperity of 
the North to the adverse conditions of the 
South.| The present administration seems to 
be the counterpart of Johnson’s Presidency. 
When Lincoln was murdered the South lost 
its best friend.“ 


Hepburn on the Republican Party. 


The toast The Republican Party 
responded to by the Hon. William 
burn, who said in substance: 

There are two factors in the career 
of the Republican party which have 
given it preéminence and endeared it to the 
hearts of Americans, First, it has always 
stood close to the people. It has recognized 
the masses. It has been its purpose to pro- 
tect them and their interests and thus make 
the possibilities of ‘life accessible to them. 
The second reason is the complete fidelity 
with which it has adhered to the pledges it has 
made to mankind, It preserved the Union 
when it had open rebellion at the South and 
masked opposition at the North. It created 
vast armies. It built vast navies. It crossed 
with its armies vast rivers and fought great 
battles to preservethe Union. It said thatthe 
credit of the Nation must be upheld. It 
adopted such policy that the credit went 
higher and higher, until this country was the 
admiration of the world. But the Republican 
party is not tolive alone in the past. In the 
future it has its duties. In the matter of the 
tariff there is something more than mere 
economics, In that question lies, in my 
opinion, the perpetuity of the Nation we 
love.

BELIEVE KREMIEN IS LUDWIG BRANDT. 


New Suggestion as to the Identity of Dr, 
Meyer's Double. 

Battrmore, Md., Feb. 12.—[Special,|—An 
analysis is being made of the remains of John 
Forre, the German shoemaker, to determine 
whether any further investigation will be 
made of the career of Dr. J, D. Kremien, the 
alleged poisoner, now in jail on the charge of 
forging Forre’s will. It has been also prac- 
ticaily decided to exhume the body of Karl 
Muller, the saloonkeeper, in whose bar- 
room the will is said to have been 
forged and who signed it as one of 
the -witnesses, the other witness being 
Muller’s wife. Muller at the time of his 
death was a healthy and robust looking man. 
A day or two preceding last Fourth of.July 
Muller went to a picnic. „He was taken ill 
and a friend assisted him home, and the fol- 
lowing day Muller died. Dr. Kremien at- 
tended him and gave the certificate of his 
death from pneumonia. Forre's housekeeper 
says the shoemaker for some time previous to 
his death was not satistied with Kremien’s 
treatment and wanted another physician, but 
that Kremien would not permit. Dr. Kremien 
is not only accused of forgery: and perjury in 
his efforts to get possession of the estate of 


the late John Forre, but is also suspected of 


having caused the death of the latter. 
Meyer, who is in the Tembs Prison, New 
York, and his counsel’ assert that Dr. 
Kremien, who is an almost exact double of 
Dr. Meyer, is none other than Ludwig 
Brandt, whom Dr. Mez er is charged with hav- 
ing murdered. :

It was fostered during the Washburne and 
Harrison administrations, and it is time to lay 
the ax to it. The saving will be considerable— 
$40,000—ana that saving will be followed by 
an improvement in the administration of jus- 
tice and by gréater efficiency in the public 
service, 


ALTGELD AND GILL. 

At this moment the Gubernatorial office in 
the Capitol at Springfield is not occupied by 
Gov. Altgeld but by Lieut.-Gov. Gill. The 
latter sits in state there with full power to 
grant requisitions and pardon criminals, 
while the former is taking his recreation at the 
Hot Springs. There would be nothing worth 
notice in the fact that the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor is discharging a duty which is imposed 
on him by the Constitution when the Gov- 
ernor is out of the State were it not that 
Altgeld has shown his manifest unwilling- 
ness that Mr. Gill shall occupy:the Governor's 
chair even for a few days. Instead of notify- 
ing the second in command that he was to 
be out of Illinois for a few days and asking 
him to take the helm in the meanwhile, the 
Governor slipped off quietly, leaving the 
Lieutenant-Governor in ignorance of his in- 
tentions. When Mr. Gill found out what 
had happened of course he rdse to the 
emergency, rushed to Springfield, and as- 
sumed the resporisibilities of state. 

It is hard to imagine why the Governor 
should have begrudged his Lieutenant the 
honor of sitting at the Capitol and signing an 
occasional paper.. He could do no harm, and 
might familiarize himself with the business 
of governing so as to have his hand in if any- 
thing should happen to Altgeld. He would 
not venture to discharge any of Altgeld’s ap- 
pointees or to issue a proclamation repudiat- 
ing principles laid down in the pardon granted 
in the Anarchist cases. He could not empty 
the penitentiaries any more rapidly than Alt- 
geld has been doing it. All he could do to 
make himself disagreeable would be to claim 
the Governor’s pay while he was doing the 
Governor’s work. He is entitled to that. 

There never was but one Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Illinois who ever ‘attempted to abuse 
his accidental Governorship and he was so 
unsuccessful that the attempt has never been 
repeated. In 1822 Edward Coles was elected 
Governor and Frederick Adolphus Hubbard 
Lieutenant-Governor. In 1825 Coles notified 
Hubbard of his intention to be absent from 
the State for not more than three months and 
Hubbard entered on the discharge of the 
duties of Governor. But when Coles returned 
Hubbard refused to surrender the office to 
him. He had enjoyed the Sweetness of power 
for ten weeks and he determined to stick. 

So he annoynced that the Governor by ab- 

senting himself from the State had abdicated 
and forfeited his office. But when the ques- 
tion got into the Supreme Court, as it did 
‘soon, the Judges held that Hubbard's claim 
was-an absurd one. Since then Lieutenant- 
Governors have made no trouble and have 
often been very convenient. There was one 
tender-hearted Governor who whenever the 
day for an execution drew nigh always used 
to notify the second in command that he was 
- about to leave the State. Thus he evaded the 
people in search of a reprieve. 
The only good reason which Altgeld can 
have for not calling in the Lieutenant-Governor 
when he himself goes a-pleasuring is his de- 
sire to draw his full pay even when absent. 
This may not be a very elevated reason, but 
it is a natural and a comprehensible one, 


THE BLIZZARD IN CHICAGO. 

About 4 o’clock yesterday morning Chicago 
was struck by the northeastern rim of a storm 
area which had taken two days to cross so 
much of the continent as lies between us and 
the Pacific, and by this ‘time is raging on the 
shores of the Atlantic. Two or three times 
within as many months a threatened storm 
has passed us by. This time there was no 
such diversion of force. The wind was from 
the northeast, blowing around the storm cen- 
ter in the contrary direction to thatin which 
the hands of a watch move when the time- 
piece is held face upward. The wind rose to 
the very unusual velocity of séventy miles an 
hour, and brought a copious fall of snow, 
which persisted long after -the atmospheric 
movement had quieted down to more mod- 
erate figures. 

The wind gathered in force as the storm 
center passed eastward. It was at the strong- 
est phase here about 8:30, and the wonder is 
it did not do far more serious Gamage than 
has been reported. In the more densely 
built portion of the city the tall solid struct- 
ures stood firm, but they formed avenues be- 
tween which the enraged atmosphere rushed 
with far greater intensity than where not so 
confined. It played strange antics at some of 
the corners of streets. At the intersection of 
Dearborn and Van Buren, in front of the Old 
Colony Building, several wagons were lifted 
from their wheels, overturned, and their con- 
tents, including the drivers, scattered in the 
blinding’ snow. Other wagons were -upset 
opposite, the Auditorium, and numerous 
women were fairly lifted from their feet 
in front of the Masonic Temple, while 
strong men were forced back, unable to make 
headway against the fierceness of the blast. 
The street vehicles struggled bravely, but had 
to suspend for awhile, the snow piiing up to 
little mountains in height in piaces where it 
drifted most badly. Then they moved slowly, 
and it was a long time before the street cars 
were abfe to carry the passengers, though the 
number of those who desired the accommo- 
dation was materially lessened by the storm. 
Few people left home if they were able to stay 
there. Travel on the steam railroads was de- 
layed and the mails were belated. It was a 
poor day for the bargain counters and the 
more fashionable displays elsewhere. It was 
a time of intense discomfort in this city, and 
yet not half so bad as if it had been accom- 
panied by the below zere temperature which 
is promised us for today. Nor was the inter- 
ruptio& to street car travel anything like so 
greatasit would have been with the horse 
car arrangements of the olden time. 

Doubtless many casualties, including over- 
turning of buildings and some loss of life, will 
be reported from places outside Chicago. The 


storm has swept across the whole continent, 


but was most severe after the Pacific air column 
was reinforced by another column in Illinois. 
Its center passed along the Ohio Valley, and 
its terrible force must have been felt in all 
the areas within a few hundred miles of that 
line, the larger cities being points from which 
the earliest reports of damage ere received. 

The great mischief was done by the wind. 

Both the enowfall in the northern half of the 
belt and the rainfail further south will be 
beneficial rather than injurious, unless the 
following cold winds from the north destroy 
vegetation in the more southern section. Nor 
was the snowfall in this city half so deep as 
that of thirteen years ago, when the street- 


cars were abandoned io the drifts that piled

wards the snow heaps along the sides of the 
thoroughfares stood ane huge monuments to 
the sev of tation. 

The gra nf yesterday was but faintly 
foretold in the official weather report, It 
noted that snow and rain would fall, high 
winds occur in Illinois, and that Indiana 
would have conditions favorable for severe 
local storms.’’ So there was not the com- 
plete failure. that has been noted in connec- 
tion with some blizzards that have struck us 
in former years. But the portent did not in- 
dicate’ to any one the probability for sucha 
sweep as that experienced, and candor com- 
bels the statement that the department is 
most successful in predicting slight changes 
of temperature or barometric movement, 
least so in giving advance news of the greater 
weather changes which the people would be 
most interested about in knowing of them 
beforehand. The Weather Bureau has im- 
proved some in its methods in recent years, 
but it has not yet come up to the promises 
made for it by its founder, Brig.-Gen. Myer, 
previous to its fuundation at the beginuing of 
November, | 1870. j 


A HINT TO BENEVOLENT PETITIONERS. 

It is stated that the policemen are actively. 
at work circulating petitions to the Aldermen 
praying them not to cut down the pay of the 
members of the force, and that in two of the 
South Side wards these petitions have been 
signed by persons who are worth about two 
hundred and fifty millions. 

It is likely that the men who put their names 
to these petitions did so merely, because they 
were asked to and they hated to refuse. But 
if they are in earnest, if they really desire that 
the pay of the patrolmen should not be cut 
down because they think the men are not get- 
ting more than they are worth, then they 
ought to go at the subjeat in a more practical 
way. Being wealthy if is in their power to 
do. so. 

The Council is not salicing of cutting down 
wages because Aldermen like to wield the dis- 
secting knife but because of a lack of reve- 
nue. The Aldermen would not cut down the 
pay of a yellow dog which happened to be in 
municipal employ unless driven to it by 
urgent necessity. Their wage motto is always 
‘‘excelsior”? when if is possible. Therefore 

when the petitioners ask the Council not to 
do something which the necessities of the sit- 
uation make it imperative that the Aldermen 
should do they makefthe task of the latter all 
the harder. 

It the petitioners are sincere they will say 
to the Aldermen: “If it is necessary that the 
wages >f the patrolmen should be cut, of which 
you are the best judges, do it and we on our 
side will agree to pay for this year that 
amount which the city feels it cannot pay.“ 
Such an offer as this would solve the problem 
at once. It would relieve the Council from 
perplexity and enable the members of the 
force to go on with their regular work with 
light hearts. So they get their pay,itisa 
matter of no consequenee to them whether 
the money comes from the City Treasury or 
from private hands. 

During 1876, when the city was hard up, 
many men of means came to the relief of the 
city employés by taking at par and carrying 


for months the scrip in which those employés | 
were paid. Nothing is easier than for men of | : 
means now to come to the relief of city em- 


ployés in case the wages of the latter should 
be reduced because of the necessities of the 
city. 


SLAVES OF OPIUM. 

In another column of this issue is presented 
a report of ene thousand cases treated in the 
opium depurtment of the Keeley Institute at 
Dwight, Ill. The patients were the last thou- 
sand that presented themselves there for 
treatment up to the close of last December, 
so that the cases are not selected. The record 
is a wonderful one, especially in view of the 
fact that 85 per cent of the number were in 
poor health when received and many of them 
were so drug-depraved that they would take 
anything supposed to contain alcohol or some 
narcotic, disregarding the consequences. 
Ninety-eight of the number Were practically 
insane, whether they were under the influence 
of the drug or not, no mental restoration be. 
ing possible by total abstinence alone. Thir- 
teen of these had been in asylums for the in- 
sane and seven were sent to Dwight asa last 
chance before committmg them to an asylum 
for the hopelessly insane. Let all these nine- 
ty-eight were cured of their drug mania and 
one of the two sent away as insane was sub- 
sequently restored at home to good health 
and sound mental condition without further 
medigation. 

Only three persons out of the thousand died 
under the treatment, and five since, from va- 
rious causes. Forty-four left before the 
course was concluded, and 953 completed it. 
Only 4.7 per cent of the straight opium or 
morphine cases have relapsed, and 8.4 per 
cent of the whole number treated have fallen 
back into the old habits, while four were taken 
again for retreatment. It is stated that fully 
35 per cent of the patients had tried other 
eures from one to seven times, some of 
them persisting for two years without gaining 
the desired benefit. 

One of the most remarkable features of the 
report is the statement that 74 per cent of all 
the patients claimed the drug was first given 
by physicians, and in many cases continued 
without their knowledge till they had formed 
the habit. So it would seem the medical fra- 
ternity is responsible to a large extent for the 
terrible indulgence in narcotics. Doubtless 
in a majority of the cases referred to the ad- 
ministration of the drug may have seemed 
imperative, but in the case bf a large num- 
ber there remains the suspicion that the 
“*remedy”’ might have been dispensed with 
to the great benefit of the patient. The doc. 
tors may be entitled to the doubt that in 
some cases they are unfairly charged with be- 
ing the prime causes of the habit being formed, 
yet the report ought to make them more care.

MR, AKMOUR AND THE WILSON BILL. 

The New York World prints the opinions of 
a number of business concerns as to the prob- 
able effect of the Wilson bill. Armour & Co. * 
who do a yearly business of something like 
two hundred millions, say: From the present 
outlook we regard the Wilson bill as indirect- 
ly detrimental to dur business.“ They ex- 
plain why. Inu common with other commer. 
cial enterprises, if the result of the law be the 
continuation of -the present stagnation, the 
purchasing power of the country will be re- 
stricted and the home market inactive.“ 

This firm does an enormous export business. 
Its products are sent to all parts of the world. 
Proportionately the foreign market is of far 
mare va:ue to it than to the mass of the 
American producers. But it seems that Mr. 
Armour has seen nothing as yet to make him 
believe that his foreign trade will be so en- 
larged by the Wilson bill as to make good 
what will be lost by the lessening of the pur- 
chasing power of the inhabitants of this coun. 
try. If the foreign market were so enlarged 
as to take all the home market used to con- 
sume, but does not now, Mr. Armour might 
feel that what was lost in one place was re- 
gained in another. But it does not seem to 
be the case that the derem are taking 
more,

The 
shortest, most effective way of reducing that 
purchasing power is by cutting down wages. 

When wages begin moving downward to- 
wards the European standard the wagework- 
ers will have to imitate the habits of life of 
the Europeans who are in the same business 
that they are. They will have to live more 
frugally. They will have to eat less meat, As 
a consequence they will buy less from Mr. 
Armour and his business will be affected. His 
sales being smaller it will not be necessary for 
him toemploy as muny men as now. Nor 
will he have to pay as high wages, for labor 
will be overabundant. Nor will he send any 
more meat abroad, for wages will mot be 
raised there so as to add to the ability of for. 
eign workmen to buy more meat. 

Evidently Mr. Armour’s business will be in- 
His is not what can 
be called a protected business, and yet it is evi- 
dent that protection is a benefit to him, be- 
cause anti- protection tariff tinkering is going 
to hurt him. Protection, which has enabled 
high wages to be paid to the employés of the 
establishments where competitive goods are 
made, has proved a substantial benefit to non- 
protected industries like Mr. Armour’s and to 
all who ate engaged in them. Legislation 
which will cut down wages in protected in- 
dustries necessarily must injure the non-pro- 
tected ones also and affect injuriously wages 
paid in them. 


THE FIRST REGIMENT’S NEW ARMORY. 

All good citizens will rejoice with the boys 
of ‘the First Regiment of this city that they 
have recovered so soon from the results of the 
conflagration which destroyed their beautiful 
armory last year and that they have a suf. 
ficient sum in bank with which to rebuild on 
the same site. Sixty days ago their prospects 
looked gloomy enough. They were shut out 
from,the Lake-Front. They attempted to get 
into the Second Regiment Armory and the 
Battery D building, but in vain. The pros- 
pects for having a home in the big Manu- 
factures Building ware discouraging. Mer- 
chants and wealthy men were inclined to re- 
gard it as impossible to raise money ehough 
in these Democratic hard times with which to 
build, Col. Turner and Quartermaster Bell, 


| however, nothing daunted, set themselves at 


work to raise the necessary amount of money, 
and they have sitieceeded, The sum in bank 
amounts to $128,850, which will be suf. 
ficient to replace the old armory not only 
with equal architectural beauty but with still 
more of security. Warned by the lesson of 
1893, the regiment will not take the same 
chances again. The building will be made as 
nearly fireproof as possible. Now having se- 
cured the funds requisite for its construction, 
the boys propose to raise a few thou- 
sands more for its furnishing, and then 
to bring their numbers up to the maximum 
and make a regiment which will not suffer in 
comparison with any of the crack regiments 
of Pennsylvania, New York, or Massachu- 
setts. 

Work has begun already upon the armory 
and it is expected that the regiment will be 
able to take possession of its new quarters 
by next October. The enthusiasm and esprit 
de corps with which the boys expressed their 
jubilation over the auspicious event show 
that when they get into their new home they 
will work harder than ever to raise the 
standard of the regiment and thereby express 
their gratitude for the generosity of our prom- 
inent citizens which has assured them a 
beautiful and permanent home. The regi- 
ment has always commended itself to the 
people of Chicago by its soldierly bearing 
and gentlemanly conduct, by its service in 
more than one emergency, by its self-sacri- 
ficing disposition in the absence of sufficient 
aid from the State, and by the patience with 
which it hus borne numerous discourage- 
ments, When it gets into its new home it is 
to be hoped its efficient officers will find no 
difficulty in filling its ranks up to the maxi- 
mum. Meanwhile it is pleasant to have the 
opportunity of congratulating the boys that 
they will soon have ahome of their own 
again and a better and stronger one than that 
which was burned. 


THE POLICY OF INFAMY. 

If the administration and the cuckoos were 
not lost to all sense of shame they would con- 
template recent events at Honolulu with ab- 
ject humiliation and publicly declare their 
abandonment of the dissolute and barbarous 
ex-Queen and of everybody and everything 

connected with her. The latest advices from 
the islands are to the effect that the publica- 
tion of Minister Willis’ notorious dispatch, 
No. 3, in which he related in detail the con- 
versation with Liliuokalani, wherein she ex- 
pressed her determination to behead the mem- 
bers of the provisional government if Mr. 
Cleyeland restored her to the throne, has 
caused a violent sensation among her sup- 
porters, and that many of the royalists con- 
demn her utterances in the most emphatic 
manner. It is given out also on royalist au- 
thority that these inhuman declarations will 
put an end forever to any question of her re- 
instatement upon the throne. Even Davies, 
her principal lieutenant, abandons her. 

The Kanaka ropalists have shown them- 
selves more just and humane than the Demo- 
cratic administration at Washington and 
more civilized than the cuckoos in the House. 
With the full knowledge of her barbarous 
proposal, Minister Willis eontinued his efforts 
to get her upon the throne and those efforts 
were sanctioned and indorsed at thé White 
House. With the full knowledge of her mur- 
derous threats in his possession, the President 
withheld that knowledge from Congress and 
urged expedition upon Willis, hoping that he 
would be successful before the time came for 
the transmission of all the dispatches in the 
case to Congress. And when the House had 
all the documents in its possession and was 
aware of the Queen’s bloodthirsty proposition 
the cuckoos had not the courage of their con- 
victions—if they had any. Without any previ- 
ous investigation of the case they passed a 
resolution attacking ex-Minister Stevens and 
feebly justifying the President and his policy 
ofinfamy. But they had not a word of con- 
demnation for the proposed policy of this

‘MORE COURT ROOMS NEEDED. 

There has been shameful neglect on the part 
of the County Board in providing court rooms 
for the new Judges. The increase in the 
membership of the bench was provided for 
last June and the County Board had ample 
notice of the fact. It did nothing whatever 

to furnish the accommodation that it was cer- 
_tain would be required in December. A pre- 


‘ofa new Criminal Court Building, in which 
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membership. of the bench was passed. ‘Had 
due diligence been observed three or four of 
the rooms in the new building could have been 
fitted up by the lst of December, but no ac- 
tion whatever was taken. The money appro- 
priated to finish the court rooms was squan- 
dered in jobbery. The contractors were al- 


lowed to fall behind in their work and to put 
in inferior material which has to be taken out 


now, thus causing further delay. If the con- 
tracts were properly enforced at least four ad- 
ditional rooms would have been ready the 
ist of January. They are not ready yet and 
it is now admitted that only two will be ready 
the Ist of May next. 

The new board which succeeded the jobbing 
board of last year has not observed due dill- 
The members have occupied 
themselves more inquiring about scrubwomen 
and listening to the appeals of a dissatisfied 
schoolmaster than they have to this necessary 
work. Their. attention has been called fre- 
quently to the necessity for the work by the 
public press and by the Judges themseives, 
but they have not been moved to action. 
Judge Adams has pointed out, in a letter to 
Chairman Struckman, that there is abundant 
work for the additional Judges to do, as the 
court dockets show, but, as he says: 

They cannot hold court without court-rooms, 
and the county, whose plain duty it is to provide 
necessary room, hitherto has omitted to do so. 
The consequence is that while these Judges have 
been and are being paid by the State and county 
the salaries fixed by law forthe performance of 
their judicial duties, they have, without fault on 
their part, been unable to perform those duties 
as they otherwise would do. Some, if not all, of 
the recently elected Judges have been putting in 
about half time ‘in assisting other Judges who 
have rooms, or alternating with ,them; but it is 
no saving to the county and no advantage to 
suitors that two Judgesshall be employed in 
doing the work of one, es ally when there is 
work enough to employ all the time of all the 
Judges, 

It is the plain. duty of the County Board to 
hurry up the completion of the new building, 
and in the meantime to find accommodations 
for the Judges, If it will not act the Judges 
will be justified in adhering to their announced 
intention to enter an order directing the 
Sheriff to provide them with the proper ac- 
commodations. This order, according to the 
resolution of the Judges, will be entered the 
25th inst. if the County Board fails to act in 
the meantime. Mr. Struckman and his col- 
leagues should confer at once with the Judges 
and take some action to provide the accom- 
modations which are so much needed. The 
failure of the board to act in the matter up to 
tile present is inexcusable. 


Mayor Hor kms, addressing the heads of de- 
partments Saturday afternoon, urged on them 
the necessity of reducing expenses on account 
of the financial circumstances of the city, and 
then went on to say: 

I fear that some among you do not fully appre- 
ciate the necessity for loyalty to the administra- 
tion. Ineed your best services and your most 
active help. I have frequently issued orders 
which have not been promptly obeyed. I do not 


think this is fair to me ortothecity. It may 
turn out that it is not fair to yourselves. 


The truth is that with a few honorable ex- 
ceptions the heads of departments have in no 
way aided in cutting down expenses. The pay- 
roll for January is nearly as large as that for 
December in consequence, Two of the heads 
of departments told the Mayor at the meeting 
Saturday that they could not reduce. This is 
sheer nonsense, There are many placesin the 
Police Department where Supt. Brennan can 
make a saving—in ornamental officers, in un- 
necessary desk and patrol sergeants, in sup- 
plies, and the like. The Fire Marshal also can 
effect a reduction of expenses without reduc- 
ing salaries if he will resolutely apply him- 
self. Both the Police Superintendent and the 
Fire Marshal are without doubt perfectly loyal 
to the Mayor, but they have been so accus- 
tomed to running things in a regular channel of 
large expenses that they find it hard to make 
achange. There are other heads of depart- 
ments, however, who are not loyal to the policy 
of retrenchment. They deride it. They ignore 
the Mayor’s orders. Some of them have gone 
to the extent of urging increased expenditures. 
There is only one remedy for such a condi- 
tion of affairs. The chiefs who have deliber- 
ately und contemptuously ignored the order 
to reduce should themselves be reduced to the 
runks of private citizenship.

GREAT BRITAIN STORM-SWEPT. 


A Dozen People Killed Houses 
Churches Wrecked Vessels Lost. 

Loxpox, Feb. 12.—The channel and the 
British coast have again been swept by a 
heavy storm which has done much damage to 
shipping. A hurricane in the channel last even- 
ing detained the mail and passenger steamer 
at New Haven. The Dieppe steamer which 
was due to arrive at New Haven at 5 o’clock 
this morning has not been sighted. Numer- 
ous mino casualties are reported and the tel- 
egraph poles in many directions have been 
blown down, thus preventing the receipt of 
accurate information regarding shipping dis- 
asters. 

The steamer Resolven from Gibraltar has 
been wrecked. The Resolven had on board 
seventy-five passengers, who were with diffi- 
culty rescued dy the lifeboats. It is reported 
that there have been several other wrecks on 
various parts of the coast. 

Reports arriving here hourly from the west 
and north tell of great damage done to 
houses, churches, and factories during the gale 
of yesterday evening and last night. It is 
estimated that at least a dozen people have 
been killed. 

From Deal comes the announcement of the 
gallant rescue of the crew of the German 
schooner Mathies, which was wrecked on the 
Goodwin Sands. When the vessel was ob- 
served to be in distress the fishermen of Deal 
manned a lifeboat at great risk and put out 
to the rescue of the crew of the schooner. 

At Teignmouth, in Devonshire, a church in 
course of construction was destroyed. The 
spire of St. Mary’s Church at Shrewsbury, 
County of Salop, was blown down. At Peter- 
borough, County of Northampton, the pin- 
nacle of the parish church of St. John was 
blown over and the glass roof of the Great 
Eastern railway station was destroyed. The 
English Presbyterian Church at Holywell, 
Flintshire, Wales, was also wrecked. A 
boarding school and many dwelling houses in 
the town were also blown don. At Newport, 
in South les, the roofs have been blown off 
a number of houses. ; 

At Dudley, in Worcestershire, many persons 
were injured.

Sixteen houses in Bopparet, near Coblenz, 
are burning this evening, and the wind is so 
high that the firemen are unable to prevent 
the spreading of the flames.

MEN OF THE WREOKED KEARSARGE 
ARRIVE AT COLON. 


One Man Drowned in the Surf at Ronca- 
dor=Dreary Days on the Island=Booby 
Soup the Chief Article of Diets 
Hundred Men Go Down with the Bra- 
Zilian Transport Itupa - Admiral Da 
Gama Wounded in the Battle at Nic- 
theroy~Benham’s Action Commended.

Cotor, Colombia, via Galveston, Tex., Feb. 
12.—[Copyright, 1894, by James Gordon 
Bennett.|—Karly this morning the steamer 
City of Para, with the crew of the wrecked 
corvet Kearsarge on. board, came up to its 
dock here and reported all lives saved except 
one. From the officers and men the following 
was learned: | 

When the Kearsarge’s crew had quitted the 
ship after it struck a muster of the ship’s 
company showed that everyone on board had 
been brought off in safety, but unfortunately 
A. Robbins, fireman, was drowned while ‘try- 
ing to wade from the reef to the shore. 

A camp was formed the island, which 


was low, with no shelter, It was a third of a 


mile long by a quarter of a mile in its widest 
part. Partial shelter was improvised out of 
driftwood and boat sails. All hands were 
put on a short allowance of provisions, with 
one pint of drinking water a day. There was 
no fear of starvation, for the island was a 
roosting place for quantities of the sea fowl 
known as the booby, but great uneasiness was 
felt lest the fresh water should give out before 
rescue could arrive. The second day, after 
several attempts to find fresh water by dig- 
ging in the sand, a sufficient supply of drink- 
able water was discovered. It was hard and 
unpalatable, but it was good enough to sus- 
tain life. Booby soup was made and served 
to the men to help out the short rations. 

Although the sea was rough and dangerous 
a working party was hauled out to the ship in 
one of the boats, and more provisions and 
more canvas were brought ashore. Immedi- 
ately after getting all hands ashore the sailing 
launch was supplied with water and provis- 
ions for ten days for a crew of ten, including 
Lieut. F. R. Brainard, third watch officer, and 
Naval Cadet T. L. Stitt. A volunteer crew of 
young and hardy men embarked with them, 
and Lieut. Brainard sailed with orders to 
make for Old Providence, the nearest inhab- 
ited locality, distant about seventy-five miles 
to the southwest, 

Daily Routine of the Castaways. 

The men left behind showed enthusiasm in 
spite of the discouraging outlook and took up 
camp life quite readily. Strict discipline was 
maintained and s nearly as practicable 
ship's routine was carried out. From 11 to 
Z o’clock in the daytime the men were kept 
under shelter from the seorching sun as 
much as possible. The remainder of the day 
they were engaged in putting up shelter and 
in catching fish, crabs, and boobies. Much 
humor was shown in theembellishment of this 
temporary shelter, and there were many pe- 
culiar structures. All the men had good appe- 
tites, but there was no fear of starvation as 
long as the abundance of fish and crabs held 
out, to say nothing of the booby soup. The 
latter was filling if not appetizing. 

Every day passed like its predecessor until 
about 9 o’clock Saturday morning, when a 
lookout sighted a large steamer approaching 
from the southwest, Instantly the camp was 
wild with excitement. The steamer—which 
proved to be the City of Para from Colon, 
with Lieut. Brainard on board - came up to 
the leeward of the island and anchored in com- 
paratively smooth water, so that there was no 
such risk in disem>arking as there would 
have been on the side where the Kearsarge 
came ashore. When the City of Para arrived 
off Rencador reef it was a scene of great ani- 
mation. Everybody was moving about, some 
laughing and theermg, while some were cry- 
ing from the effect of the strain they had un- 
dergone since the wreck. 

Signal was made from thé steamer that all 
was ready for them to come aboard, and as 
there was no packing up to be done there was 
no delay in going off to it. The transfer was 
made in the whaleboat, gig.and dinghy, with 
two of the boats of the City of Para. As each 
boat's crew embarked aboard the steamer 
there was more excitement, the men cheering 
Lieut. Brainard as they came alongside. All 
got aboard safe, and the City of Para then 
laid a course for Old Providence, the crew 
feeling happy and contented over their escape 
from the perils of the sea and from a long 
diet of booby soup. At Old Providence Cadet 
Stitt and his eight men, with the sailing 
launch, were taken on board after some delay, 
and the City of Para then came to Colon. It 
arrived here late last night and came along- 
side its dock this morning. 

Men in Need of Clothing. 

The shipwrecked men are in want of cloth- 

ing, many of them havmg nothing to wear 


except an undershirt and a pair of drawers, 


and as there are no supplies of winter cloth- 
ing here they will provably suffer considera- 
bly on their passage to New York as soon as 
they pass Cape Hatteras. 

All the Americans in Colon were on the 
dock this morning to welcome the ship- 
wrecked crew, and every kindness was shown 
to them. There has been no sickness among 
the men and only a few scratches and bruises 
of any account, though some are badly 
scorched and blistered by the sun and salt 
water, 

Wrecking parties are now heading for Ron- 
cador Reef from all quarters, every available 
schooner and small craft being en route 
thither to get what can be had from the 
wreck, At the time of leaving the island, the 
officers say, thre was no change in the appear- 
ance of the Kearsarge from what it was when 
it was abandoned. 

It is impossible to learn what was the cause 
of the Kearsarge going ashore. It is be- 
lieved, however, that in the first place the 
position of Roncador Reef on the chart is 
several miles out of the way; also, as it is 
usually expected that strong northerly and 
westerly currents will te met near the reef, it 
is said the Kearsarge laid a course somewhat 
north of it on the chart expressly to avoid it. 
Merchant Captains and wreckers here in 
Colon say the currents around Roncador are 
treacherous and changeabie, and therefore it 
is probable a strong southerly current may 
have swept the ship down to its fate. 

The City of Para will sail hence Wédnesday, 
Feb. 14, and will arrive in New York the 
21st. i 
Wasninetor, D. C., Feb. 12.—Secretary 
Herbert will not make any decision as to what 
course he will pursue in the matter of the 
wreck of the Kearsarge until he hears Ad- 
miral Stanton’s official report. The naval 
regulations provide for investigation in such 
cases. It is estimated that the rescue of the 
Kearsarge’s crew will cost the government 
$6,000. ;

INDIAN BUSINESS-MEN PROTEST,

Disorganization of Trade Charged to 
Changes in the Currency Policy. 

Catcutta, Feb. 12.—The Indian Currency 
Association has entered a strong protest, which 
has been addressed to the government, in re- 
gard to the disorganization of trade in conse- 
quence of the changesin the silver policy, 
The protest says the present state of affairs 
shows the closure of the mints did not do any 
harm, though its advantages were temporary, 
and were suspended by the abnormal importa- 
tions of silver, of piece goods, and through 
other causes. Continuing, the association says 
the government abandoned the minimum 
price for council bills at the moment success 
was assured and that this resulted in a panic, 
and that it is now imperative to restore confi- 
dence, The association then recommends the 
fixing of a minimum price for council bills, the 
prohibition of the import of silver for private 
account, and that the sale of council bills be 
intrusted to dn agent appointed by the Indian 
Finance Minister, A few firms dissent from 
these recommendations and advocate the re- 
opening of the mints. 


RELEASED FROM A TURKISH PRISON. 


The Porte Accedes to the Demand of the 
United States Minister. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 12.—United States 
Minister Alexander W. Terrell, after taking a 
vigorous stand in the matter and threatening 
to ask the United States Government to send 
one or more warships to Iskanderum, North- 
ern Syria, has succeeded in obtaining the re- 
lease of one of two Armenians, naturalized 
Americans, who have been imprisoned there 
for some time. Minister Terréll was only in- 
formed of the arrest of the men after they 
were in prison two months, and he immedi- 
ately demanded their liberation. The Porte 
contended that they were Turkish subjects, 
and announced its determination to maintain 
its right to keep them in prison pending their 
trial for high treason. |

Chief Loss Is in Broken Glass, as Belated

NEW YORK IS MANTLED WITH SNOW, 


Rallroad Traffic Throughout the East Is 
Demoralized—Ice Bridge at Niagara, 

New Yorx, Feb. 12.—The city tonight is 
covered with a mantle of snow several inches 
| thick. The thermometer is down to 20° and 
the wind is blowing from the northeast at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour. Railroad traffic 
is almost demoralized. The ferry-houses are 
blocked with belated passengers waiting for 
the overdue ferryboats. The elevated rail- 
road trains are similarly delayed. 

One wreck was reported tonight. It oc- 

curred on Rockaway Beach, opposite the 
Arverne Hotel. The Arverne life saving 
crew cannot go to the relief of the vessel on 
account of the blinding snow-storm and the 
heavy sea which prevail. The 
stranded some distance off shore and its size 
or the crew it carries cannot be ascertained. 
+ The fate of the crew is in doubt, but its posi- 
tion is an extremely dangerous one. 
V., Feb. 12.—A cold wave has 
swooped down upon Buffalo and Western New 
Tork, followed by a heavy fail of snow. A 
water fumine’ was threatened, though men 
have been kept at work removing the slush 
ice which drifted into the inlet tunnel that 
supplies the city from the river. Dispatches 
from Niagara Falls announce that an ice 
bridge has formed and solidified. : 

Pirrsspura, Pa.. Feb. 12.—Today opened 
clear and cold. By 9 o’clock a vigorous 
snow-storm was in progress, with the wind 


blowing twenty-five meiles an hour. Toward 
noon the snow gave way to a 
downpour of _. sleet. Telegraph and 


telephone communication throughout the 
western part of the State is almost suspend- 
ed. The 3,500 laborers in the city parks sus- 
peuded work at noon on account of the sever- 
ity of the weather. 


NEW YORK’S, BLiZZARD IN 1888. 


The Heaviest Storm Recorded Swept the 
Atlantic Coast That Year. 
There was a reminiscent sting in the blasts 
of the blizzard for those who experienced the 
storm that swept the North Atlantic coast 
March 12 and 18, 1888. New York suffered 
particularly during the howling tempest that 
set.a standard to which all subsequent storms 
have been compared, New York City’s busi- 
ness was at a standstill for the twenty-four 
hours that the wind swept down its streets and 
piled the big snow-drifts just where they would 
most obstruct travel. It was during this storm 
that Roscoe Conkling walked from Pine 
street to Union Square and caught the cold 
Mat resulted in his death. The telegraph lines 
were blown down in all directions and for 
hours New York’s only means of communica- 
tion with Boston was by way of London, Eng., 
via the Atiantic cable. On the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad tratfic was 
at a standstill for a day and business-men who 
lived as near as twenty miles could not reach 
their city offices until the second day follow- 
ing the night in which the storm broke. Over 
David's Island, opposite New Rochelle, twenty- 
two miles up the harbor, the storm had full 
sweep and there was much suffering among 
the enlisted men who happened to ‘be on 
guard when the storm broke. The officer 
of the day “was in his quarters when 
the tempest began and its fury increased 
so that he was unable to reach the guard- 
house to give orders for the relief of those 
} sentinels who patrolled exposed parts of the 
island. All night long the corporals of the 
guard were compelled at two hour intervals 
to march out the relief and post them. This 
was made possible only by the men clasping 
sand making a chain and forcing their 
way in thestorm. One corporal and his re- 
lief were lost for an hour and reached 
the guard-house just in time to escape 
perishing. A colored recruit whose 
post was on the storm-swept beach back of 
the hospital sought refuge in the little wooden 
dead-house and stood out his two hours’ mid- 
night watch by the side of a corpse rather 
than face the snow and sea water that the 
wind dashed across his beat. The officer of 
the day finally reached the guard-house only 
to find that be could not get back to his 
quarters. In the meantime his household 
supply of coal gave out and the housekeeper 
had to split up chairsto burn to keep the 
’ officer’s children warm.

BILLY DEUTSCH DEAD, 


—— 


HE WAS TAE MAN WHO BROKE THE 


MONTE GARLO “ BANE.” 


Expires Suddenly at Denver, Colo, Al- 
though His Home Has Always Been in 
New York City—Story of His Strange 
Career, in Which He Won and Lost 
Fortunes Annually=Princess Colonna 
Says She Left Paris to Escape a Plot of 
the Prince to Steal Her ¢ hildren. 

New. Yorx, Feb: 12.— [Special.] — Billy, 
Deutsch, the famous New York sporting man, 
died at Joseph's Hospital, Denver, Colo, to- 
night. He had been down-town and expired 
suddenly om his return. Deutsch was known 


in this city, Paris, and in Monte Carlo. Per- 
haps there was no man who had a greater 
reputation as a card gambler, - It was he who 
came back from Europe four years ago with 


servants, and fine raiment. The story of the 
time said that Deutsch won $500,000 at rouge 
et noir at Monte Carlo and had broken the 
bank there. He was credited some time af. 
terward with writing a book entitled The 
Man Who Broke the Bank at Monte Carlo.“ 
Men about town knew Deutsch best as a fa- 
miliar figure on Broadway in the swell cafés 
and hotels. In late years Deutsch became a 
physical and financial wreck, consumption 
fastened its hold on him and money was al- 
most a stranger to him, He became an in- 
mate of the Empire Sanitarium in West For- 
ty-seventh street last ydar and an appeal for 
funds was made to his former friends. He 
did not improve and his physician advised 
that he go to Colorado! He was on his way 
to Denver when he was stricken in Chicago. 
There he remained for some time, but finally 
reached Colorado.. He was hopeful as ever 
when leaving this city and said he would re- 
turn again sound and well. , 

He was born in the old First Ward, at 
Greenwich and Albany | streets, forty-nine 
years ago. He attended Ward School No. 29 
in Rector street, but left it when 12 years old, 
He first earned money selling programs when

when only 14 years old, he went into business

Telling of his experiences abroad he said 
that once in Paris he was introduced into the 
Franco-American club and there learned the 
game of baccarat. He played with varying 
success, but never with the idea of continuing 
to play, as, his business necessitated his trav- 
eling over Europe.

His success 
was wonderful. In three months he made 
$125,000 and spent it traveling over Europe, 
In 1885 he returned to Paris on borrowed 
money. He returned to America, speculated 
in Wall street, and went back to Paris with 
$400,000. In April, 1887, he was gain pen- 
niless. He came back to New York and re- 
newed his operations on the Stock Exchange 
and was again successful. Just before going 
to Colorado he made this remark: 

While it is true lowe 600,000 francs in 
Paris, it is also true that there is more tnan 
twice that amount owed to me. . Most’of my 
friends, and especially my debtors, appear to 
have torgotten me. I have paid as many 
creditors as I could, and if I recover my health 
I will endeavor to square up my indebted- 
ness.’ 3 


TO HOLD HIS CHILD FOR RANSOM, 


The Princess Colonna Makes, Clear the 
Plot of the Prince. ; 

New Yorx, Feb. 12.—[Special.]—Since her 
arrival the Princess Colonna ,has kept in 
strict seclusion at the Belgravia, with. her 
servants and children; She went there direct- 
ly from the pier after landing from the New 
York and has been seen in public only once 
since. That was when’ she went for a short 
drive in the park Sunday afternoon with the 
Ma kays. 

J. W. Mackay Jr., who came from London 
with her. gave out for publication today a 
statement written and signed by the Princess. 
It read as follows: 

I authorize you to state that my sudden de- 
cision to leave France and come to America was 
due solely’ to a plot which I discovered that 
Prinee Di Galatro Colonna, my husband, had 
formed to steal one of my children from me as a 
hostage, individuals shaving been employed by 
him to that effect, as well as to closely watch my 
movements. EVELYNE DIT GALATRO COLONNA. 

Mr. Mackay said he could add little to this 
that would bes of interest to the public now. 
The Princess, he insisted, had no desire for 
notoriety, and felt keenly the publicity which 
already had been given her. 

„She has had no time to form plans for the 
future,“ he added, and will not even con- 
sider the matter until her present troubies are 
settled. It was upon my advice she left 
France.”’ 

From a friend of the Mackays it was learned 
that the fight for separation from Prince 
Colonna will probably be shifted to America. 
It is believed that by leaving Paris pending 
the decision of the French court the Princess 
has forfeited her legal right to the custody of 
the children. She will refuse, however, to 
give them up, no matter what'the decision of 
the European courts may be, and will bring 
in the United States a new suit for separation. 
It is said, however, that this will not be done 
just yet, and that the action will not be 
broughtin New York. This is the course 
favored by Mrs. Mackay, who is still in Paris, 
but is expected to join her daughter here 
within a short time. It is probable that they 
will go to California. 


PRINCE KIDNAPED AND ROBBED. 


He Is Seeking Redress at Washington for 
the Loss of Valuable Jewels, 

Netw York, Feb. 12.—{Special,]—John 
Joseph, Prince of Nouri, a distinguished dig- 
nitary of the Eastern Church, is at present in 
Washington seeking redress for the injuries 
he suffered during a sojourn in San Francisco. 
Dr. Joseph's story is vouched for by N. J, 
Arbeely of this city, editor of the Arabic paper 
Star of America, and the Rev. Dr. Easton, 
pastor of an influential Presbyterian church 
ip Washington, D. C. The Prince arrived in 
San Francisco, by way of Hawaii, eight 
months ago with a.collection of jewels and 
rare Inanuscripts which are valued at 850. 
000. Several persons become concerned in 
a plot to obtain: the collection, but 
the manSwhom Dr. Joseph first met 
acted as manager, and it was he, it is 
said, who chiefly succeeded in gaining 
his entire confidence. The conspirators had 
little difficulty, it appears, in persuading the 
Prince to accompany them on a night expedi- 
tion to Napa City,Cai., where, they said, there 
were some remains of a fossil nature which 
would greatly interest him. The kidnapers 
had made all arrangements and the Prince 
was coaducted under cover of the night to an 
insane asylum in Napa City, and there was 
incarcerated as a@violent iunatic. The con- 
spirators then made off with the jeweis and 
manuscripts. The Prince was released a 
month ago and is seeking redress.

HE MAY BRING CRIMINAL SUITS, 


St. Gaudens to Bring to Book Counterfeit- 
ers of His Medal. 

New Tonk, Feb. 12.—[Special.]—There 
was a rumor today that Augustus St. Gaudens, 
the sculptor, would take active steps to bring 
the criminal law to bear against the officers 
of the Pagé Belting company of Concord, 
N. H., who had copied, without authority, his 
accepted design for the Columbian medals. 
The United States law relating to the unlaw- 
ful making of Columbian medals says any 
one counterfeiting them shall upon convic- 
tion be fined not more than $5,000 and 
sentenced to not more than ten years’ im- 
prisonment. 

The belief has been expressed in some quar- 
ters that this provision might apply to the ac- 
tion of the Page Belting company's officers, 
and that under its authority Mr. St. Gaudens 
might lay his case before the United States 

rand jury. According to Mr. Charles C. 

aman of Evarts, Choate & Beaman, coun- 
sel to the sculptor, this impression is er- 
roneous, 

I have looked into the matter carefully,“ 
said Mr. Beaman, and I have come to the 


conclusion that the provision does not apply 


to the case of the Page Belting company. I 
have so advised. This law only contemplates 
the punishment of any person who actually 
counterfeits the medals— that is, any one who 
makes a medal and pretends that it is gen- 
vine. Mere copies or photographs of 
the medals are not counterfeits as contempla- 
ted in this act, and the makers are not amen- 
able under this statute, The point in the pres 
ent case is simply this, that the government 
officers,. with the necessary secrecy, went 
about the manufacture of the proposed med- 
als, and some persons without authority put 
out in advance of their issue what purported 


to be a correct copy which they advised the 


public they had exclusively. They got what 
information they had without authority and 
in some unknown manner.’’ 


AUSTIN CORBIN SPEAKS FOR M’KANE, 


Novel Distinction Between a Political Boss 
and a Private Citizen. 

New Yorx, Feb. 12.—([Special.|—Most of 
the time in the John Y. McKane trial in . the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, Brooklyn, today 
was occupied in examining witnesses to show 
that the Gravesend political boss has a good 
reputation. "The most distinguished witness 
in McKane’s behalf was Austin Corbin. He 
has large property interests at Coney Island.

TO RAISE $500,000 FOR THE POOR, 


Start Made by the Mayor's Committee in 


New York. 

New York, Feb. 12.-—[Special.]—At the 
meeting today of the committee appointed 
last week by Mayor Gilroy to distribute 
funds contributed for the ‘poor of this city at 
the Mayor’s office, $60,000 was subscribed. 
The meeting was behind closed doors. The 
money was subscribed after a resolution had 
been passed that the list of individual 
subscribers should not be made public.

He Will Make a Scattering of the Force of 
Ten Men=Assurances That Carcasses 
of Beeves That Have Been Afflicted with 

' Lumpy Jaw Are in the Market=Young 

Men in the Moody Institute Explain

Mayor Hopkins has satisfied himself that 
the city meat inspectors have not been doing 
their duty. Had they been more zealous or 
more diligent so many carcasses of cows 
affected with lumpy-jaw would not have been 
put on the market to the imminent danger 
of the public health, He has had some 
trusty men investigatmg the matter and he 
has concluded to make some radical changes 
in the meat inspectors. Those now on the City 
pay-roll as such inspectors are Peter Flaherty, 
W. O. Leake, George McKeown, J. J. Naugh- 
ton, T. J. O’Hearn, Thomas F. McGivern, 
George J. McDonald, August Klase, M. J. 
Kennedy, J. French. The force s a large 
one much larger than there is any necessity 
for, it is claimed, and the inspectors seem to 
have slept at their posts. 

But this is not all. Some of them are 
charged with collusion with the venders of 
diseased meat, The evidence is in the hands 
of the Mayor. Some of these men are said to 
owe their appointment te certain politicians 
who are in the traffic. The Mayor said yes- 
terday that he intended making some changes 
in the meat inspectors. He said: 

1 don’t think they have been vigilant 
enough in preventing the sale of diseased 
meat. There are too many of them. They 
have become lazy and negligent. There will 
be ashaking up in that branch of the city 
service before many days. The political 
backers of the croeked and negligent in- 
spectors may as well keep their hands off. I 
will pay no attention to their remonstrances. 
I will not have an unfaithful or lazy man in 
the city’s employ if I can help it.. The peo- 
ple’s health is too pee to be placed in 
jeopardy through the knavery of corrupt 
inspectors or the negligence of lazy ones. 
Those fellows will have to go.“ 

The Mayor has had several conferences 
with the Health Commissioner in reference 
to this matter. The final result will be 
made known today or tomorrow. These 
meat inspectors are paid $1,000 a year, 
and there will be a struggle for their places. 


OBJECT TO THE MODIFIED HYMNS, 


Moody Institute Young Men Explain the 
Incident at Bricklayers’ Hall. 

„O, we don’t want to say anything about 
that littie affair at Bricklayers’ Hall yester- 
day,“ said a member of the Moody Institute 
last night. Vou see, we do not want any 
controversy of any sort with any religious de- 
nomination. We are here to pray, not to 
fight. Mariy of those Unitarian hymns are 
our old familiar hymns, with the Trinity idea 
cut out.

NATIONAL TROTTING ASSOCIATION, 


Biennial Congress to Meet at New York 
Tomorrow. 

Nuw York, Feb. 12.— The biennial con- 
gress of the National Trotting Association 
will convene Wednesday in the Murray Hill 
Hotel. This periodie assemblage of delegates 
from thettrotting associations or driving clubs 
affiliated with the Nationa! Trotting Associa- 
tion is of the nature of a general meeting of 
stockholders in any corporate body, and in 
such an assembly alone is vested the power to 
alter, add to, or amend the rules governing 
light harness racing. 

Seven years ago when a number of Western 
trotting-organizations formed the American 
Trotting Association they formulated a set of 
rules. Owners, trainers, drivers, and horses 
that were outlawed on the tracks of one asso- 
ciation were eligible with another. and other 
matters of detail were slsoin a chronic condi- 
tion of friction. In 1891 the first.steps leading 
to the removal of these anomalies were taken, 
but it was not until March of last year that 
committees representing the two associations 
met at the Fifth Avenue Hotel in this city and 
agreed upon à joint recommendation to their 


| respective. congresses as to certain amend- 


ments to existing rules and the creation of 
new ones; in the latter case a new rule gov- 
erning distances being perhaps of the first 
im portance. 

he biennial congress of the American As- 
sociation, which met in Chicago last May, 


while the special congress convened by the 
President in this city in the month following 
came to grief at the very outset on the ques- 
tion of shortening the distance. The other 
recommendations presented by the Advisory 
committee were not even discussed. and to 
end the deadlock the special congress was 
dissolved, thus leaving to the meeting of next 
Wednesday all the questions which must be 
decided if harmonious action between the two 
organizations is to prevail.

TION LAWS OF IOWA. 


It Is Designed to Put an End to Swindling 
Investment Concerns=Senator Brower 
Replies to the Massa Meeting Resolu- 
tions=Congressman Johnson's Views 
on the Possibility of Ex-President Har- 
rison’s Candidsey- other News of a 
Political Natare. | 


Des Mornzs, Ia., Feb, 12.— [Special. Por 
the last year or two Iowa has been infested 
by bond investment swindlers. State Auditor 
McCarthy took strong grounds against them, 
and has succeeded in driving most of them 
out of the State. The Iowa incorporation 
laws enable any one to incorporate by filing 
articles of incorporation with the Secretary 

State, upon which a certificate is 
issued permitting them to do business. 
The bond investment companies printed 
this certificate upon their stationery 
and claimed it as an authorization and in- 
dorsement by the State. In order to stop 
such kind of work in the future and prevent 
them doing any more business in Iowa Rep- 
resentative Dowell of Des Moines has pre- 


pared a bill amending the incorporation la ws, 


which will be introduced in the House tomor- 
row. It provides when articles of incorpora- 
tion are adopted they shall be presented to 
the Secretary of State, who shall submit them 
to the Attorney-General for examina- 
tion. If he finds they are in ac. 
cordance with the provisions of the 
code and that the business to 
be engaged in is lawful he will certify to the 
Secretary of State and the articles shall be 
thereupon filed and recorded. The articles 
shall also be filed and recorded in the office of 
the County Recorder where the principal 
place of business is located; no corporation 
may commence business until after so filing 
these articles and notice of incorporation and 
until the full amount. of the paid-up capital 
required by said articles has been actuaily 
paid in cash to the Treasurer of such corpo- 
ration. The bill also requires that the 
notice of incorporation must give 
full and complete details of the 
objects of the corporation and must be pub- 
lished for four consecutive weeks in some 
newspaper in the county where the principal 
2 of business is located. The debts and 
labilities of any mercantile, trading, mining, 
or manufacturing corporation shall not at 
any time exceed the amount, fixed by the 
articles of incorporation, but if they should at 
any time exceed such amount the stockhold- 
ers who were such at the time the excess was 
created are made liable for it. No such cor-- 
poration shall dispose of or in any way en- 
cumber the property of the corporation 
after it becomes insolvent. Each and every 
corporation hereafter incorporated in the 
State of lowa shall be required to pay the 
State for its franchise a fee of $100 at the time 
its articles of incorporation are filed with the 
Secretary of State. It is believed that the 
bill will pass both Houses and that it will put 
an end to swindling associations in the State. 
Senator Brower is not disposed to pay much 
heed to the resolutions recently adopted by an 
alleged mass-meeting of citizens of huis 
district asking that he withdraw his 
support of the Gatch bill. He 
has addressed a letter to the committee in 
answer to the resolutions in which Ke says: 
In looking over the names of your commit- 
tee and those associated with them in this 
movement it strikes me without any particu- 
lar investigation that there were enough of 


them who were engaged in the last campaign } 


in an attempt to defeat the party I represent 
to warrant me in first taking advice of the 
large majority of my constituents. My de- 
liberate conviction leads me and my con- 
science dictates adhesion to the command of 
my party rather than the request of a small 
meeting of citizens acting upon what appears 
to be hasty impulse and mistaken zeal.’

BLAND SEIGNIORAGE BILL CHANGES, 


Amendments Suggested That May Prove 
Acceptable to the Proposer,

Jealous Spirit Shown by Congressmen at a 
Committee’ Meeting. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 12,—[Special.]—
